Labor Demands May Be Cut 


WASHINGTON — Having made politics tNi 
art of tile impossiMe, {Resident Johnsm now is 
straining his \\ick. He and a small band of inti­ 
mate « ivisers, working betwe« i riots, have de­ 
tided 
to 
urge

upmi the nation’s labor lead­ 
ers and advise them not to 
seek wage hikes in 1968 as 
hefty as those which have 
been won this year. 
Bluntly, the President will 
ask them to cut their de­ 
mands. 
Bluntly, on Jan. 20, 1968, 
his Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, with his most ecumen- 
Victer RieteJ 
ical blessing, will counsel the labor chiefs to 
cut back and ask for at least 15 per cent less 
next year than unions fought for and have won 
this year. 
The Council will argue that it has taken the 
*‘heat’* out of the price rate escalation and 
therefore the cost of living will go up more 
slowly in ’fi8. 
Bluntly, with the President backing them up, 
the advisers 
will say that th« « still arc 
imge-|Nice guitelines and that the 9 to 8. S per 
cent wage increase of 1917 just will have to be 
cut teck to abmit 5 per cent. 
Bluntly, 
a truly highly 
placed 
AFI.-CIO 
spoke.sman said the other day, “We will tell 
him (the President) and them (the Council! 
that if they restrain wages, they will also have 
to restrain profits, prices, rwits and the sala­ 
ries of corporation executives. 
“If the government wants to keep its guide- 
post,” said the labor official, “it can, but that's 
tiielr buáness and thrtr guidelines, not 
oih « .” 
Thus the President and his closest allies are 
on a collision course — a sort of unrestrained 
roulette. 
And they may crash head on long before ‘68, 
the presidential election year. 


FEW OF THE CITIZENRY realize this be­ 
cause few heed the storm signals of labor rela- 
tkms until the cries come. So, few realize that, 
in addition to Walter Reuther’s marathon dia­ 
logue with the car companies, there’s another 
labor crisis in the countoy’s near future. 
Contracts between the can (container! indus­ 
try and the United Steelworkers of America 
(AFLCIO) tx f d r t next Oct. 1. Thoee negotia- 
tions, In the past, have set some interesting 
patterns. During previous can negotiations the 
powerful steel imlon, led by the terse, self- 
effacing “Abe” Abel, has won heavy wage in­ 
creases unprecedented extended (three months 
every five years) vacations, and guaranteed 
minimum pay. 


Pro And Gin 


WASHINGTON 
Michigan Gov. George Romney’s complaint 
this week - “I think the President of the United 
States played politics in a period oí ti*agedy 
and riot” — was not tiie first time he had 
accused President Johnson of playing politics 
with a critical situation. 
Last February Romney, who is expected to 
try for the Republican preskiential nomination 
in 1968, found a lot of fault with the wav John­ 
son was handling the Vietnamese war. He said 
some of the administration’s decisions were 
made on a basis of political expediency. 
But wh« i rqiwrters asked if he would cite 
an example, he replied: “No, I will not.” A re­ 
porter asked 
“Why?” And Romney replied: 
“Because I choose not to.” 
In the case of the Detroit riots last week 
Romney made a major point of the time it 
took to get the Johnsmi administration to put 
U S. troops into the riot area after Rwnney 
asked for them. 
He said about 24 hours elapsed betwe« i the 
time he first called Atty. Gen Ramsey Clark 
about his iwoblem and the time the troops 
reached tl» riot zone. In effect, he said some 
lives might have been saved if the troops had 
arrived sooner. 


THE ADMINISTRATION position is that Rom­ 
ney consiuned a lot of time trying to make up 
his mind to admit the situation was out of 
control and to say so In the kind of legal 
language the administration thought necessary 
before the troops could he sent. 
Asked by a newsman when he first began 
to feel politics were getting involved. Romney 
said later- “When the attorney general (tlw only 
high Washington offidal wh« n Romney tele- 
phcmed) began to insist on certification (one of 
the l^ a l words fovolved) that we had an insur- 
rectkm (andher l^ a l word) that was out of 
cmitrol and he didn’t seem particularly impress­ 
ed with the feet we needed troops to keep the 
aituation from getting out of control.” 
One of the myst« *ie8 of this whole episode 
is why Rommy nevn* called Johnson perstmally 
if he felt Clark was felling to respond quickly 
« fougK 


This year, these dealings come after “Reuth- 
er.” Thus the stoel union will use the auto set- 
tlemsnt as a bast — to ask and gat more or 
strike. 
But this is only prehide. The can contracts 
will set the pattern for the Big Steel negotia­ 
tions which begin next %>ring. Contracts cover­ 
ing 500,000 workers in the massive basic steel 
industry expire (m August 1, 1868 — just three 
months before the Presidential election day. 
It will not be a happy moment for President 
Jdinson. TfK» e close to Abel say, “It will take 
a Mg chunk of money to settle with basic steel 
without a strike.” 
The political nxl statistical arithmetic add up. 
Abel recently succeeded Reuther as chairman 
of the AFL-CIO national Economic Policy Com­ 
mittee. Reuther has been stinging labor’s high 
command with charges that they have an ox­ 
cart mentality in a jet age. So it is not likely 
that Abel will be insensitive to R« Jther’s darto 
and ease off when Mr. Johnson calls for “res­ 
traint.” 
Furthermore, the steel union has about gotten 
aU the fringe benefits its rank and file want 
fm* a while. Now they~and that includes about 
300,090 workers under 29 years of age—want 
money, lots of it. 


ABEL WILL TRY to deliver Recently he has 
revitalized his own capital headquarters here to 
fight for economic issues, lobby for legislation 
and accelerate political action. His union is a 
power in the Midwest. 
But President Johnson and his Council are 
set to demand massive restaint. The President 
is saying that he can’t hike the tax on cM ^ra- 
tions if the unions persist in hiking their wage 
demands. 
The reasoning of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, which will be found in Its Jan. 26, 
1968, report, in effect will be: 
In Jan. 1967 the productivity increase rate 
was 3.2 per cent. M ces increased about 3 5 
per cent. Thus the total increase in wages 
could have been justified at the 6.5 per cent 
rate of increased wages. But in 1968, productiv­ 
ity will remain the same and pricea will go up 
about 2.5 per cent. So the rise in wages should 
be little more than 5 per cent — or about $5 a 
week on the hundred. 
The labor leaders will say that’s as old as a 
crew cut hairdo. They will demand 7 and 8 per 
cent 
Just remember this a year from now when 
Congren gathers to stop tiie steel strike as it 
did the rail walkout.

But it was Ironic the Michigan governor had 
to ask the federal ^vn um en t to sten in and 
hail him out at the worst moment of his three 
terms in office.

Now, he said, the danger is that the federal 
government is robbing the people of the will 
to take care ef themselves. 
And in Lansing, Mich., last Jan. IS, promising 
to crack down hard on future racial violence, 
he said: “We arc going to maintain law and 
order in this state. We are going to take what­ 
ever steps are necessary to see that private 
individuals, whoever they are, do not take the 
law into their own hands.'*

Of the 26 new prime-time net­ 
work series du e to b u r s t 
across 
ou r 
TV 
screens 
in 
September, eight can be la­ 
beled comedy shows, which is 
abou t one third the total 
new 
weekly shows. 


TWO OF THESE eight are 
headed by stand-u p comedians 
(those who can mu gg and de­ 
liver fu nny rou tines alone) — 
Carol Bu rnett and Jerry Lewis. 
I’m not cou nting the Danny 
Thomas Hou r becau se it’s to be 
an anthology of drama, mu si­ 
cals and sometimes Danny as 
the star of a comedy show. 
Last season there were 12 
new comedy series, inclu ding 
Milton Berle’s comedy-variety 
hcHir, which lasted half the sea­ 
son. Only three of the 12 su r­ 
vived — “The M on k e e s , ” 
“Family 
Affair” 
and 
“That 
Girl” — which is a high casu al­ 
ty rate in any leagu e. 
Natu rally, 
there 
were 
all 
kinds of extenu ating circu m­ 
stances which contribu ted to 
dial casu ality rale last season, 
the accu racy, or lack of it, in 
the rating services certainly 
being one. Bu t among those 
nine comedy shows folding (not 
inclu ding Garry Moore, whom I 
do not consider a comic) there 
actu ally wasn’t anything ou t­ 
standing. 


IN A NEW BOOK by Steve 
Allen (“Bigger Than a Bread 
Box” ) he is qu oted as having 
observed 10 years ago that “the 
comedians 
who 
continu e 
to 
fu nction despite the trend are 
su bject to increasingly heavy 
attacks from critics, au diences, 
rating services, and from the 
vagu ely defined spirit of the 
tin m .” 
Lemiard Feather, the jazz 
critic, has written some com­ 
mentary In the Allen book, 
which pu lls together speeches, 
letters and radio-TV scripts of 
Allen’s. Feather believes Allen 
was viewing the comedy scene 


with two mu ch alarm at ttiat 
time, and says now that Allen 
sees today’s comedy aa “won­ 
derfu lly fresh and vigorou s.” 
Neither Allen nor Feather 
can apply those adjectivM to 
the bu lk of comedy <m TV the 
past few years. The freshest 
and most topical comedy has 
been on Johnny Carson’s “To­ 
night” show, which comes on 
after most people have tu rned 
off their TV sets. 


THE SMOTHERS BROS, new 
show which came on in the 
middle of last season revealed 
an honest effort for scnnething 
fresh and vigorou s in comedy. 
Bu t neither Red Skelton nor 
Jackie Gleason cou ld be assu red 
of doing anything they haven’t 
done in the past several years 
for their loyal fans. 
As for the situ ation comedies, 
we saw Phyllis Diller, Jean Ar­ 
thu r and Tammy Grimes try 
and fail last season and large­ 
ly, in my opinion, becau se none 
of the three comediennes were 
given good enou gh scripts. The 
writers can’t be blamed solely 
for that either. 
Networks and sponsors place 
an awfu l lot of taboos on what 
the comics can poke fu n at, or 
joke abou t. Even gu est comics 
on shows like Dean Martin’s 
find their rou tines are exa­ 
mined word for word, and are 
warned not to ad-lib. 


THE RE8UL1T of ell INs pro­ 
vides a very narrow lane for 
the comedy writer to work in, 
and hence the comic himself. A 
decade ago everyone was ask­ 
ing where the new comics were 
coming from, when the Jack 
Bennys, Jimmy Du rantes, Bob 
Hopes et al faded away. 
That, it so happens, isn’t the 
worry now. We’ve fou nd plenty 
of new comics — Jonathan 
Winters, Mort SaM, B<4> New- 
hart, S h e l l e y Berman — to 
name a few. Hie qu estion is 
where do they work? In night 
clu bs and at concert appear 
ances mostly, becau se TV con­ 
fines them too mu ch. 
The au dience fm* comedy <m 
TV is there, as Johnny Carson 
has proved, or, for that matter, 
Skelton tn i Gteason, bu t t h e 
networks shy away from the 
comedian becau se he is likely 
to cau se them trou ble witb 
sponsors, variou s grou ps and 
organizattons or ju st mothers- 
in-law who are offended 
their jokes. 
Sociologists like to point to 
TV as being a reflection of ou r 
times.

Coroner Ru les 
In Boy’s Death 
CLEVELAND (AP) - The 
death of a crippled and met ^ i- 
ly retarded Lakewood boy has 
been blamed on heat exhau s- 
timi and carbon monoxide poi­ 
soning, the Cu yahoga Cou nty 
coroner ru led Tu esday.

Clevela n d Neg ro 
Lea d ers Eye En d 
Vio len ce Th eme 
CLEVELAND (AP) - Cleve­ 
land’s Negro leaders have plan­ 
ned a series of meetings with 
the theme of “end violence!”

They called toe Negro commu ­ 
nity “9 5 per cent responsible.” 
The Rev. E. T. Caviness, pas­ 
tor of toe Greater Abyssinia 
Baptist Chu rch, said Tu esday 
that “ou r stand may have help­ 
ed a lot. Bu t we realize that 
one meeting is not enou gh. Oth­ 
er meetings are planned to keep 
u p toe momentu m.” 
The Rev. Alfred M. Waller, 
pastor of Shiloh Baptist Chu rch 
here, says the chief concern 
of Negro leaders in Cleveland is 
to find alternatives to street 
violence.

The Rev. Mr. Waller advo­ 
cates enforcement of laws to 
make slu ms no longer profita­ 
ble for absentee landlords; call­ 
ing for a commission to stu dy 
u nju st employment practices:

groes.
